FRESH   PORK   FOR    THE   NETHERLANDS. 

Under  a  recent  decree  of  the  Netherlands  Government  meat  and  meat  food 
products  other  than  "fresh  pork"  may  be  shipped  from  the  United  States  to  the 
Netherlands  under  regular  export  stamps  and  certificates.  "Fresh  pork"  will 
also  be  acceptable  when  refrigerated,  marked,  and  certified  to  as  provided  for  in 
Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  September,  1923,  under  the  caption 
"Fresh  Pork  for  the  Netherlands." 

EMBOSSED   ESTABLISHMENT   NUMBER   ON    CANS. 

Cans  or  pails  on  which  the  tops  are  soldered  or  which  bear  double-seamed  or 
similar  tops  which  upon  crimping  result  in  hermetic  sealing  are  classified  as 
"sealed  tin  containers"  within  the  scope  of  existing  regulations.  On  such  con- 
tainers the  embossed  establishment  number  may  be  located  on  the  tops  or 
covers  in  lieu  of  the  bottoms.     Cans  or  pails  bearing  only  slip  covers  and  those 
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bearing  tops,  commonly  known  as  "summer  covers,"  which  are  not  so  fastened 
as  to  result  in  hermetic  sealing  are  not  classified  as  "sealed  tin  containers,"  and 
accordingly  must  bear  the  establishment  number  embossed  on  the  bottom  unless 
this  feature  is  incorporated  in  the  paper  or  lithographed  trade  label.

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CAUTION    TO    EMPLOYEES    ABOUT    THE    USE    OF    DISINFECTANTS. 

It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  bureau  that  in  many  instances  employees 
assigned  to  supervision  of  the  cleaning  and  disinfection  of  cars,  yards,  and 
premises  have  disregarded  the  provisions  contained  in  section  8,  Regulation  1, 
B.  A.  I.  Order  273,  relating  to  permitted  disinfectants.  Coal-tar-creosote  dips 
and  other  substitutes  not  permitted  have  been  used  under  the  supervision  of 
such  employees. 

In  this  connection  attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  compound  solution  of 
cresolj  U.  S.  P.  as  such,  is  not  listed  among  the  permitted  disinfectants.  The 
manufacturer  of  such  product,  however,  may  submit  a  sample  to  the  bureau  for 
examination,  make  application,  and  obtain  bureau  permission  for  its  use  in 
official  disinfection  in  the  manner  and  under  the  conditions  provided  for  "•saponi- 
fied cresol  solution."'* 

Inspectors  in  charge  should  caution  employees  who  supervise  disinfection  to 
see  that  only  permitted  products  are  used.  The  containers  should  be  properly 
labeled  to  show  the  manufacturer  and  the  trade  name  or  brand.  In  case  a  dis- 
infectant, although  correctly  labeled,  does  not  mix  properly  or  does  not  appear 
in  other  respects  to  conform  to  bureau  requirements,  a  sample  should  be  for- 
warded for  examination.  It  is  not  desired,  however,  that  samples  of  disin- 
fectants that  have  not  been  permitted  be  forwarded,  as  the  bureau  is  not  in- 
terested in  making  examinations  of  such  products.

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HOTEL    RATES    FOR    GOVERNMENT    EMPLOYEES. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  has  made  arrangements  by  which  certain  hotels  have 
agreed  to  grant  reductions  in  rates  to  officers  and  employees  of  the  Government 
traveling  on  official  business.  A  revised  list  of  such  hotels  and  the  reduction 
offered  as  given  in  Circular  127  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  dated  January  1, 
1924,  appears  below.     This  list  supersedes  all  previous  lists. 

Several  instances  have  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in 
which  misunderstandings  have  arisen  between  hotel  employees  and  applicants 
for  reduced  rates.  It  is  suggested  that  if  officers  and  employees  of  the  Govern- 
ment ascertain  the  regular  rates  when  they  apply  for  accommodations,  show 
their  credentials,  and  ask  for  the  reduction,  before  registering ,  misunderstandings 
will  be  largely  avoided.  It  is  believed  that  the  presentation  of  travel  order  or 
other  official  instructions  will  constitute  sufficient  identification  for  this  purpose. 
Should  any  hotel  listed  in  this  circular  decline  to  grant  the  reduction  indicated 
(provided  the  applicant  has  furnished  proper  identification  and  claimed  reduc- 
tion at  time  of  registering) ,  it  is  requested  that  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  be 
promptly  informed. 

Should  any  officer  or  employee  have  information  that  hotels  other  than  those 
listed  herein  are  willing  to  grant  reduced  rates  to  officers  and  employees  while  in 
a  travel  status,  it  is  requested  that  the  names  of  such  hotels  be  reported  to  the 
JBureau  of  the  Budget.
